Future naval aviators, forced down 
in jungle, Arctic wasteland, desert 
or open ocean, may survive to 
fight another day because of a 
newly adopted course at the Navy 
preflight school here. 

It is a tough series of lessons 
in how to sustain life, a product 
of first-hand experiences of other 
aviators who have won their fight 
with the elements. 

The survival course given all 
cadets includes six hikes and five 
lectures. In the woods the cadet 
learns to identify edible plants, 
how to avoid fruit that is bitter 
and plants that exude milky sap. 
He learns to obtain drinking wa- 
ter from mud by filtering it 
through grass, and how to wring 
it from grapevines and rotten logs. 
He is taught to locate animal life 
by tracks and how to rig snares 
from saplings, vines and twigs. 
He makes fish lines by twisting 
fibers from inner bark of trees, 
fashions hooks from thorns, pieces 
of bone or even a shoe-nail. He 
is taught to build rafte from logs 
interlaced with vines. 

On one hike, he must obtain his 
own food, cook it over a fire kin- 
dled without matches and with 
only leaves and mud as baking 
utensils, Instructors show him 
how to ascend and descend cliffs 
with vines, and how to cope with 
quicksand, : 

As a final test, he is taken to a 
remote, densely wooded area and 
told to find his way back to base 
with compass, using only resources 
available in a real jungle,

FURTHER SAFETY 
MEASURES URGED 


Sacrificing of Caution to 
Keep Trains Moving 
Caused Many Wrecks, 
Review Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
Expressing concern over an in- 
crease in railway accidents, the 
Interstate Commerce Commiasion 
today called on the carriers to 
exercise utmost vigilance in en- 
forcement of operating rules, and 


to provide safety installations 
“without awaiting the occurrence 
of a disastrous accident.” 

‘Tt is particularly important 
under the stress of wartime condi- 
tions that the fundamental safety 
requirements .. . be fully ob- 
served,” the I. C. C. said in its an- 
nual report to Congress, 

The report, which covered the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1943, 
said that in the first six months 
of last year 8209 accidents were 
reported by steam railways, en ir- 
crease of 31.72 per cent vver the 
corresponding 1942 period; the 
number of persons killed, 2349, a 
decrease of 3.37 per cent; the num- 
bered injured, 28,857, an increase 
of 37.99 per cent. (For statistical 
purposes, the I. C. C. lists as a 
train accident any accident’ to 
moving cars or locomotives that 
causes. damage to railway prop- 
erty of more than $150). 

Train accidents ascribed to de- 
fects or failure of equipment in- 
creased 39.15 per cent in the first 
six months of 1943; accidents at- 
tributed to defects or improper 
maintenance of way and struc- 
tures increased 46.66 ner cent, and 
those reported as “due to nedgli- 
gence of employes” increased 29.51 
per cent. The increase for the 
unclassified remainder was 15.28 
per cent. 

The likelihood of accident has 
been increased by a shortage of 
experienced railway workers and 
an abnormal turnover in verson- 
nel, the I. C. C. said, and many 
accidents could have been avoideJ 
“if the urge to keep trains moving 
were not permitted to take prece- 
dence over safety.” 

Of the collisions investigated, 
28 occurred on lines where opera- 
tion was by. timetable and train- 
order, instead of the block sys- 
tem, déscribed as the best known 
method of preventing collisions. 
This prom ‘ pted the commission to 


comment: 

“Installations to meet this need 
should .- be provided promptly 
without’ awaiting the . occurrence 
of a disastrous accident to focus 
attention upon each specific lo- 
cation.” 

For the full fiscal year, there 
was an increase of 44.6 per cent in 
the number of accidents; a de- 
crease of 20.6 per cent in the num- 
ber of persons killed; an increase 
of 65.6 per cent in the number in- 
jured. 

In connection with the increase 
in passenger casualties (killed 
and injured), the commission 
took note of the increase in trav- 
el. The number of passengers 
carried was 43.6 per cent greater 
and the number of passenger- 
miles 92.9 per cent greater in the 
first half of 1943 than in the first 
half of 1942.

Begin Refresher Course on 
Intricacies of Pay-as- 
You-Go Plan.

The first income tax headaches 
of 1944 were being experienced 
today by some 235 deputy collec-. 
tors and special agents of the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue for the 
Eastern Missouri District, who 
began a six-day refresher course 


in the Hotel De Soto ballroom, to 
brush up on the finer points of 
internal revenue collections. 

Chief source of irritation, those 
attending the course agreed, were 
the intricacies involved in sched- 
uling individual income tax pay- 
ments under the “pay-as-you-go” 
income tax plan, instituted last 
summer. 

An assistant to ‘Acting Internal 
Revenue Collector Thomas P. 
Stanton said the new. system 
meant a number of changes in the 
deputies’ annual instruction course 
but insisted it was no worse than 
last year, when income taxes were 
collected on the first “heavy” year 
of wartime salaries. A member 
of the class said merely, “It’s a 
mess.” : 

The first three days of the 

course will be devoted to income 
taxes, knottiest of the deputies’ 
problems, and the remaining three 
days will be used in the study of 
capital stock, manufacturing, 
transportation and similar levies.

Captive Peorian Turns

SAN VITTORE, Italy, Jan. 10.— 
The biggest hero on the Fifth 
Army front today was 21-year-old 
Billy I. Miller, a mild-mannered, 
medium-sized raw recruit from 
Peoria, Ill. who Saturday cap- 
tured 18 German soldiers and an 
officer and then, to prove he was 
a real hero, disappeared without 
telling anybody his name. 

His identity was discovered 
through the keen observation of 
the German officer whom he had 
captured and who had noticed it 
on Miller’s cigarette case. 

‘Miller’s adventure began Thurs- 
day when he was sent into action 
for the first time with a combat 
infantry group on the slopes of 
Hill 396, east of Monte Chiaia and 
southeast of San Vittore. After 
that night Miller and another sol- 
dier were detailed to escort pris- 
oners to the rear and while on 
their way stumbled into a German 
patrol, which captured them.

- Football Rules 


CHICAGO, Jan. 10 (AP).—The 
nation’s high school football code 
underwent three surgical opera- 
tions during the annual meeting

The rules changes, announced 
today by Secretary H. V. Porter, 
provide: (1) When-a free kick 
does not cross the receiver’s re- 
straining line and is not touched 
by a’ receiver the kick will be 
made again after enforcement of 
a five-yard penalty.

(2) Acts of encroachment on the 
neutral zone were classified as 
follows: between the time the zone 
is established and the time of the 
snap no player shall be in the 
zone in such a way as to touch 
an opponent, delay the snap, or 
cause an opponent to charge. 

(3) In a handed pass behind the 
line of scrimmage the handing of 
the ball forward to an eligible 
player anywhere behind the line 
is not to be considered a forward 
pass.

Mackinac and Moscow. 

In his praise of the Mackinac 
declaration, Spangler asserted that 
it made possible the adoption of 
the nonpartisan Connally resolu- 
tion by the Senate and that “we 
see its influence in the terms ar- 
ranged by Secretary of State Hull 
at the Moscow conference.”

The 
foreign policy of the administra- 
tion has not been declared in di- 
rect and simple terms, The coun- 
try is told at intervals what it is 
thought proper to tell them. The 
people do not know what commit- 
ments have been given or what 
grandiose schemes may or may 
not have been adopted. From 
statements of the Vice-President 
and others it would appear that 
there are influences in the admin- 
istration which would establish:a 
world-wide WPA at our expense.”

Coming to the domestic situa- 
tion, Spangler indicated that the‘

In 
extreme cases gangrene occurs, 
We have had cases where amputa- 
tion was necessary, and in other 
cases the soldier won't be able to 
walk again for six months, 

In a way it is much like frost- 
bite and, as in frostbite, it is the 
wrong thing to put your feet in 
hot water when you get an oppor- 
tunity. 

Sometimes they’ve let their 
trench foot go so long without 
complaining that they have finally 
been unable to walk and have had 
to be taken down the mountain in 
litters, ' 

Others get down under ‘their 
own power, agonizingly. Recently 
one boy was a day and a half 
getting down the mountain on 
what would normally be a two- 
hour descent.

The architects, as well as the people 
of St. Louis, are fortunate in having this 
exhibit here, which is due to a sugges- 
tion from Mr. Nagel. 

All architects and students, as well as 
business men and laymen interested in 
architecture and construction, should 
view this exhibit. It should be viewed 
not with the idea of transplanting these 
designs and ideas to St. Louis, which has 
a totally different climate as well as 
living habits of its people, but be- 
cause it will stimulate one’s imagina- 
ttion and set all to work trying to find 
a simple, direct and inventive solution 
to our own architectural problems. 

Some will be thrilled by this exhibit, 
some will merely like it, while others will 
be confused and many will go away un- 
convinced. Our educators have for so 
long propagandized the classic form of 
architecture that it is difficult to orien- 
tate ourselves to the fact that, after all, 
architectural expression is basically 
beautified construction, whether walls or 
columns and beams, and every building 
is an inventive creation in its own right. 

It is past the time when we should 
have forgotten the Five Orders of Archi- 
tecture as applied to the American scene, 
They are as dead as the mummies in 
Egypt, and wherever reproduced in this 
country they are equally dead, whether 
in the Supreme Court Building, or the 
Federal Government buildings on the 
Mall in Washington, They are suitable 
only for tombs, and make poor tombs 
at that. 

It is time for us to awaken to the 
fact that we are living in an architec- 
turally third-rate city, and I personally 
am not entirely free from guilt. 

Let us hope that this exhibit will be 
at least a stimulant to help us on the 
way to build a better, a more beautiful 
and more interesting city.

Hamilton, Gerald L. K. Smith, Senator Nye and 
Col. McCormick as the “four-year locusts” who, 
united in their hatred of Willkie, want to manipu- 
late the G. O. P. 1944 convention just as a hand- 
ful of bosses, in a smoke-filled room, gave the 
nation Warren: Harding in 1920. 

We think the G. O. P. anti-Willkie crowd mis- 
take the temper of the people and misread the 
signs of the times if they think they can place 
in the White House a nonentity of the Bricker 
type. This is an era of great individual leaders: 
Roosevelt, Churchill, Stalin, Chiang Kai-shek. We

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An Economic Battle Won 


The revelation that controlling interest in the 
American Wine Co. is owned by the Henkells of 
Germany, who acquired it more than four years 
before we were at war with the Nazis, might 
easily be misconstrued as a reflection on the 
company itself. Actually, its officers find them- 
selves in the same uncomfortable but thoroughly 
honorable position as many other American busi- 
ness men whose corporations were subject to par- 
tial or controlling foreign investment. They could 
not confiscate such holdings, Neither could they 
reorganize their companies. They could only open 
their books to and. co-operate in every way with, 
first the Treasury Department, then the dffice of 
Alien Property Custodian once it was set up. 

Just before the’ invasion of Poland in 1939, 
shares of American Wine Co. stock held by the 
Henkell’s Vinco Co, of Switzerland were sold to 
a Delaware corporation, This concern, Combine 
Investment Co., was supposed to represent Dutch 
capital, just as many similar blinds in this coun- 
try were supposed to represent South American, 
Swedish or Swiss capital. 

With the invasion of Holland, this stock was 
held by the Federal Government in the interest 
of an occupied country and investigation of its 
real ownership was begun. Meantime, American 


Wine Co. operated under a Treasury license, its 


books open to and its transactions under Federal 
supervision. By September the Alien Property 
Custodian had unsnarled the transfers from Vinco 
to Combine of Delaware, and he now prepares to 
offer for sale the 135,000 shares of stock whose 
ownership was finally traced to Germany. 

Such economic battles have been among the 
most dramatic of the war. Sleuthing ownership 
of cloaked investments has been necessary. not 
only to root out enemy holdings in American 
companies, but to prevent conversion of those 
holdings, in the open market, into cash that might 
be used to finance German or Italian agents, agi- 
tators and saboteurs. American Wine Co. is one 
of hundreds which have given every assistance 
to the Federal Government, regardless of the risk 
of bad publicity or other personal jeopardy, in an 
effort to make our economic warfare against 
Germany as effective as the blows we drive home 
in actual combat. . 
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Battle of Railroads 


The decisive role which railways assume in 
modern war is made evident by Germany’s pres- 
ent dilemma. Having over-relied upon motor 
transport, and being now short of oil with which 
to run it, the Nazi state ig reported feverishly 
attempting to bolster up its railroads, and to be 
manufacturing engines and freight cars with all 
speed at the big Skoda Works in Czechoslovakia. 

The Nazis, if they could spare the time from 
their efforts to avert disaster, might recall their 
Dr. Joseph Goebbels’ predictions just after Pearl 
Harbor that transportation, particularly railroad, 
would turn out to be the Achilles’ heel of Ameri- 
can war production, that we could not surmount 
our shortage of railroad equipment. 

As events are emphasizing, total war is not

fought alone with the impressive panoply of war 
engines, with planes and tanks and flame-throw- 
ers; it is fought also with prosaic box cars and 
passenger coaches. In the Battle of Railroads, 
we are steadily and surely drawing ahead, This 
is not to ignore the worsening accident record 
of American railroads, It should rather make us 
alert to the critical needs of man power and 
equipment which our railroads confront, and 
eager to keep the roads fit. It should stimulate 
the railroads to improve their safety equipment 
and take increased precautions, They are the 
roads to victory. 
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Exposure of Somervell’s Errors 


The Truman Committee made one of its most 
careful and detailed inquiries into the Canol proj- 
ect, undertaken at a cost of 134 millions to pro- 
vide oil for Alaskan defense, and its report. is 
the most blistering issued to date by this watch- 
dog of American war activities, 

Lt. Gen. Brehon B. Somervell, Chief of Army 
Service Forces, defended the project through the 
course of the investigation, but he is left with- 
out justification by the committee’s sharp an- 
alysis. Not only was the project excessively cost- 
ly, the committee holds, but it was “undertaken 
without adequate consideration or study,” the 
hasty decision was pushed despite many warn- 
ings, the promised emergency oil supply did not 
result, the contracts with Imperial Oil Co. of 
Canada were “improvidently drawn,” Somervell 


- failed to consult the proper Government agen- 


cies and his insistence on pushing the project 
through was “inexcusable.” 

The great value of civilian supervision, through 
the legislative branch, over the military’s busi- 
ness dealings is again proved by the Truman 
Committee’s complete expose of the Canol folly. 
Unfortunately, it comes too late to stop the proj- 
ect, and the committee does not recommend its 
junking, but it does insist on a redrafting of con- 
tracts so that the Government’s postwar rights 
will be protected. 

As in the equally scandalous Bik Hills and 
Shipshaw deals, the Government was the big loser 
by the Canol project terms, while large and pow- 
erful corporations were the big gainers. It turns 
out that Imperial Oil, an affiliate of Standard 
Oil of New Jersey, did not dictate the Canol 
terms, but that the War Department itself put 
in provisions of profligate generosity. How does 
it happen that this oil company got such great 
favors in terms of taxpayers’ money without even 
asking for them? 

Gen. Somervell still has a great deal of ex- 
plaining to do. Doubtless the disclosure of his 
failure on Canol helped scotch the talk of mak- 
ing him Chief of Staff, heard when Gen. Mar- 
shall’s assignment to an overseas post was being 
considered. By showing up Somervell, the Tru- 
man Committee has performed a high service to 
the war effort. 
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Marshal Marshall 


Gen. Marshall has plenty of honor coming to 
him for the splendid job he ig doing as Chief of 
Staff, but the suggestion that the title of Field 
Marshal be conferred on him has one big flaw: 
the General’s name, Such a promotion would 
place a Marshal Marshall at the head of the mili- 
tary establishment, which would not only be 
confusing, but would remind everybody at once 
of such double-talk oddities as Walla Walla, 
Baden Baden, Pago Pago, Bug Bug, Borabora, 
Goona Goona and the sacred wellof Zamzam, 
not to mention dumdum bullets, beri-beri, Simone 
Simon and the old boola-boola song. P

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The Germans Admit Disaster 

On the subject of the Russian front, thef> f& 
no more talk in Berlin today of “strategic re- 
treats” or “disengaging movements” or “retire- 
ment to stronger positions.” German military 
spokesmen are flatly admitting to Swedish cor- 
respondents that their armies are in flight. They 
concede that this is “one of the decisive hours 
of the war,” and a development on which “the 
outcome of the whole war depends,” 

As Russian forces push on to close the trap 
on several hundred thousand Germans, as they 
sweep across old Poland and toward Rumania, 
the picture from Berlin is one of sheer consterna- 
tion. The High Command has repeated the mis- 
take of Hitler, that of under-estimating the power 
of the Red Army. 

Some of the official bear stories may be propa- 
ganda, designed to rouse the German people to 
a last desperate effort or to precipitate the Allied 
invasion of Western Europe before final prepara- 
tions are made. But the swift changes on the 
war map and the record of German losses prove 
that a new disaster for Hitler’s former invincibles, 
a disaster greater than that at Stalingrad a year 
ago, is being written into the annals. 
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Spangler Speaks

Mr. Grew’s Strange Proposal

Former Ambassador's advocacy of “common sense policy” toward 
Japan is sound, says editorial, but his defense of Emperor-worship 
raises questions; sponsorship of an autocratic theocracy, imbued 
with concepts of holy war, is a contradiction of our professions,

In a recent speech former Ambassador 
Joseph Grew criticised “armchair states- 
men” who would put a fence around a de- 
feated Japan and let her stew forever in 
her own juice. Such a policy of vindictive- 
ness, he feared, would create a festering 
sore of permanently dangerous tendencies. 


Instead, he advocated that after a proba- 
tionary period, during which Japan might 
be purged of her fanatical militarism, we 
adopt a “helpful, co-operative, common 
sense” policy which would allow Japan to 
develop normal commercial and industrial 
relations and thereby demonstrate to the 
Japanese how much they can gain by play- 
ing the game with the rest of the world. 


This is undoubtedly a policy of common 
sense. Every policy toward Japan is sub- 
ject to the terms of the Cairo Declaration, 
which calls for the unconditional surren- 
der of Japan, for stripping her of all terri- 
tories she has seized, occupied or stolen, 
and for punishment and restraint of her ag- 
gression. 


Japan in World Family 


Beyond that, it will undoubtedly be in the 
interest of the world to permit the Japa- 
nese people, like the German and Italian 
and other Axis peoples willing to meet the 
conditions of peaceful collaboration, to work 
their way home into the world family of 
democratic nations, That is in line with 
all United Nations pronouncements, from 
the Atlantic Charter to the declarations of 
Moscow and Teheran. There is nothing in 
them to exclude the Japanese. 


But the opinions expressed by Mr. Grew 
with respect to Shinto and Emperor Hiro- 
hito raise some questions, The phase of 
Shinto which involves Emperor-worship, he 
thinks, can become an asset, not a liabil- 
ity, and a peacefully disposed Emperor, like 
the present one, might become a force for 
good if freed from domination by the mili- 
tary clique, 

Mr, Grew has always disclaimed being 
a student of Shinto, and Shinto as the 
foundation of the modern Japanese state 
is unfortunately too exotic a doctrine to 
find the same popular understanding as its 
Western equivalents, Fascism and Nazism, 


It would lead too far to discuss the eth- 
ical principles of Shinto, which are at the 
bottom of the treachery of Pearl Harbor 
and the savagery of Japanese warfare. But 
there are two political considerations which 
cannot be ignored. 

The first is that Japan is a theocracy in 
which all sovereign powers are vested, not 
in the people, but in the Emperor as the 
godhead of the nation. In ratifying the 
Kellogg pact outlawing war, the Japanese 
Government specifically declared that Japan 
ratified it, not “in the name of the people,” 
as the text provided, but in the name of 
the Emperor, since the people had no sov- 
ereign rights, 


We Are for Self-Government 


Whether the Japanese want to live under 
a constitutional monarchy or some other 
form of government is their concern. But 
it would be contrary to our professions if 
we undertook to sponsor an autocratic 
theocracy incapable of developing a real 
democracy based on self-government by the 
people, and therefore always subject to 
domination by cliques which can dominate 
the Emperor. 

The second consideration is that modern 
Shinto, like Nazism, has become a doctrine 
of expansion under the principle of Hakko 
Ichiu, which calls for the “unification” of 
the entire world under the rule of the Jap- 
anese Emperor. This doctrine is propagated 
in Japan as both religious and political 
dogma under ‘the auspices of the Govern- 
ment and in the name of the Japanese “god- 
Emperor.” 

It is thig doctrine which has persuaded 
all Japanese that they are fighting “holy 
wars” against all who will not submit to it. 
It confronts us with even more difficult but 
no less dangerous problems than Nazism 
and Fascism, which we are pledged to 
eradicate. 

We agree with Mr. Grew that a cam- 
paign against the Japanese Emperor would 
not serve any useful purpose at this time. 
But anything resembling defense of Shinto 
and the Japanese Emperor seems out of 
place while our forces in the Pacific are 
fighting against everything they symbolize, 


A Nightmare for Senators

It may seem smart 
politics for present purposes to contend 
that the Constitution leaves Congress help- 
less in this matter of soldier-voting and 
that it’s up to the states.

Man Gets Top Place in History 
And in Reams of Deep Research 


“Man the Measure: A New Approach to Histery,”" ty 
Erich Kahler. (Pantheon Books, Inc,, New York.) 


“History,” says the author of this book, 
“must have something more to it than 
time.” Just as only a human personality 
can give meaning to biography, so only man 
can give purpose and pattern to history. 
Making man rather than the achievements 
of men the focus of history is the “new ap- 
proach,” 

The reader is led through selected areas 
of world history from which are removed 
the usual organization of cause, narrative 
and result. The only issue discussed is the 
purpose of homo sapiens in these events. 
The poor fellow seems quite difficult to find 
at times, for he comes near being buried 
under the heavy tomes of Kahler’s research, 
But sooner or later, he pops up from be- 
hind the mass of literature and Kahler then 
analyzes kim, rationalizes him and puts 
him in his proper place, 
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When he has finally pulled man through 
the ancient, medieval and modern eras of 
history, and begins on his future, the 
author arrives at about the same ‘conclu- 
sions that hundreds of others reach with- 
out his learning. Man must move more 
and more in the direction of collectivity. 
Rugged individualism is out. He must find 
new goals for humanity to replace self- 
interest. He must avoid charity in the 
postwar era, as this will lead to a return 
of Fascism. He must solve the problem 
of distribution. Democracy ig itself a mat- 
ter of distribution, distribution of rights 
and duties. In order to work, it must ex- 
pand economically, by increasingly active 
participation by the people; it must become 
universal to prevent war, 

Commonplace as these conclusions are, 
there is much that is valuable in the book, 
In the preface the author announces that it 
summarizes the studies of more than two 
decades, and one will not read far until 
he is convinced that this is true. 

This is not an easy book to read. Ne 
one not possessing a flair for the philosophy 
of history should attempt it. It must be 
read slowly, partly because of the author’s 
long, involved sentences and parenthetical 
clauses, but also because on almost every 
page one will find several occasions for 
putting the book down, thinking through 
the statement just read, and fighting with 
the author. For him who will wade through 
its 640 pages in this way, there will be 
hours of keenest intellectual enjoyment.

Prof. Murphy has undertaken, in this 
provocatively titled book, a task which 
would scare most academic philosophers 
clean out of their endowed chairs, He has 
attempted a study of the role of reason in 
modern life. 

In sophisticated circles, Prof. Murphy 
says, the rational man is currently in disre- 
pute. He thinks that there is no basis for 
this feeling, and his book is a devastating 
examination of the philosophies of anti-ra- 
tionalism. 

Critics of reason maintain that it is in it- 
self an inadequate instrument for pointing 
the way to a better life; that it has, in fact, 
led society into what they consider its cur- 
rent mess, Prof. Murphy makes an analysis 
of these claims. The reader will find dis- 
cussions of contemporary thinkers, like 
Lewis Mumford, Peter Drucker, Reinhold 
Niebuhr, Pareto and R. H. Tawney, and 
some well-written analyses of their theories. 

Reason properly used, Prof. Murphy be- 
lieves is able to show the way to a better,

AFL, Eric Johnston Agree, 
But Put Less Responsibility 
on Government. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
Organized labor and an employers’ 
spokesman agreed yesterday the | 


postwar world must bring greater 
economic security for the people, | 
but labor apparently was split on) 
how much of the job is up to the. 
Government. 

In the first of a series of re- 
ports on postwar planning, the 
Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions declared that planning “must 
be based on a clear cut recogni- 
tion of the responsibility of the 
Federal Government for securing 
and maintaining full employment, 
production and consumption.” 

But in a radio discussion over 
the NBC network, Eric Johnston, 
president of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, agreed 
with a statement by William 
Green, American Federation of| 
Labor chief, that labor and man- 
agement “can’t look to anyone 
else—even the Government—to do 
the job for us.” 

The report by the CIO Postwar 
Planning Committee contended 
that in addition to a program of 
full employment, the peacetime 
period must have “greatly in- 
creased” Social Security, old age 
assistance, medical care and finan. 
cial aid for war veterans. 

Calling for immediate creation 
of a Federal agency to arrange 
for a speedy and orderly transi- 
tion to full peacetime consump- 
tion, employment and production, 
the CIO declared that it should 
be headed by a policy board with 
representatives of agriculture, la- 
bor and business. The unions, the 
report added, must grow in 
strength to deal with such prob- 
lems as monopolies and to “op- 
pose tendencies toward isolation- 
ism and imperialism and the like.” 

Declaring that he spoke for “the 
great majority of American em- 
ployers,” Johnston assured Green 
that “as practical businessmen, we 
realize that unions are here to 
stay in America, To fight them is 
bad business.”

Johnston agreed on mutual desir- 
ability of labor-management co- 
operation, need for lifting wartime 
controls for labor and industry at 
the war’s end, and on creation of

facture. 

“It seems to me,” said Green, 
“that the big danger in the im- 
mediate process of cancellation of 
war contracts is that the Govern- 
ment may not gonsult’ closely 
enough with labor and industry.” 

“I think we can set a lot of 
fears at rest,” observed Johnston, 
“if we can convince ourselves— 
and the public—that industry and 
labor are thinking along the same 
lines and are even reaching areas 
of agreement on how to fulfill 
our postwar responsibilities,”

Throw Rocks at Each Other. 


HE fighting on the mountain- 

top sometimes almost reaches

Zoologist Dead 


DR, CASWELL GRAVE. 


DR. CASWELL GRAVE 
LOOLOGIST, DIES 


Taught at Washington U. 
From 1919 to 1940—His Re- 
search Work Extensive. 


Dr. Caswell Grave, professor 
emeritus of zoology at Washington 
University, died Saturday at his 
home in Winter Park, Fla., friends 
in St. Louis were notified today. 
He was 73 years cld and had suf- 
fered from an intestinal ulcer for 
several years. oe 

Dr. Grave came to Washington 
University in 1919 and betwen 
that time and his retirement in 


1940 built the- zoology department 
from a minor division of the uni- 
versity to a well-known teaching 
and research institution. Rebstock 
Hall, which houses the depart- 
ments of zoology and botany, was 
planned under his supervision. 
Known as one of the best teach- 
ers on the university campus, he 
carried his scientific interests 
into his home, where for many 
years faculty members and grad- 
uate students gathered each week 
to discuss scientific affairs and 
listen to recorded classical music. 


One of the outstanding lectures 
he delivered each year to begin- 
ning students in biology ‘as his 
dissertation on the essential har- 
mony between Christian dogma 
and the theory of evolution. 

In 1936, during a vigorous pub- 
lic discussion on genetics with 
Will Durant, the author and lec- 
turer, Dr. Grave asserted that hu- 
man qualities of ability or medi- 
ocrity result from unpredictable | 
combinations of elements trans- 
mitting traits, which makes the 
production of human beings re- 
semble the dealing of a poker 
hand, 

“Most of the hands are largely 
inferior cards,” he said, “You have 
to deal a million times to get a 
royal flush.” 

Most of his owntresearch work, 
which dealt principally with the 
development of the smaller marine 
animals, was carried on at the Ma- 
rine Biological | Laboratory at 
Woods Hole, Mass., of which he 
was a former trustee and where 
he spent each summer for more 
than 30 years. An annual scholar- 
ship award to Woods Hole was 
established at the university in hif 
name. 
A graduate of Johns Hopkins 
University, Dr. Grave held several 
positions with the United States 
Bureau of Fisheries before com- 
ing to Washington University. He 
served as a Captain in the Army 
Chemical Warfare Service in the 
World War. He is survived by his 
wife and a son, Thomas Grave,

DR. EVARTS A. GRAHAM 
WINS MIGKLE AWARD 


Honored by Toronto U. for 
Discoveries Concerning 
» Gall Bladder, Cancer. 


Designation of Dr. Evarts A. 
Graham, professor of surgery at 
Washington University and sur 
geon-in-chief at Barnes Hospital, 
as Charles Mickle Fellow for 1943 
was announced today by the Uni- 
versity of Toronto. The award 
was made in recognition of the St. 
Louls surgeon's discovery of a 
method of testing gall bladder 
functions by the use of certain 
organic compounds and for his 
development of a new diagnosis 
and treatment of cancer of the 
lung. 

The fellowship, bequeathed by 
the late Dr. W. J. Mickle, is the 
income from an endowment of $25,- 
000. It is awarded annually to a 
member of the medical profession 
considered by the council of the 
medical faculty of the Canadian 
university to have done most dur- 
ing the preceding 10 years to ad- 
vance knowledge of a practical 
kind in medicine, 

Dr. Graham, a pioneer in chest 
surgery, reported on his investi- 
gations in the field of lung cancer 
to the American Medical Associa- 
tion convention here in 1939, aa- 
serting that carcinoma of the 
lung constitutes between 6 and 10 
per cent of all malignant tumora. 
The diagnostic method, he out- 
lined, includes examination of the 
lung with a bronchoscope, the re- 
moval of a small portion of the 
growth with a biting forceps, and 
then microscopic study of the spe- 
cimen. Surgical removal of the in- 
fected area then follows. Such 
cancers, he reported, cannot be de- 
tected with a stethoscope, and sel- 
dom are revealed by X-ray exam- 
ination. 

Dr. Graham’s work in surgery 
has won him wide recognition in 
recent years. Last November he 
was presented an honorary fellow- 
ship in the Royal College of Sur- 
geons of England, and last May 
he Was named to receive the Lister 
Medal, given every three years by 
the Lister Memorial Committee 
under the auspices of the Royal 
College of Surgeons in recognition 
of distinguished contributions to 
surgical science, He received the 
John Scott Award in Philadelphia 
in 1937 for his application of the 
X-ray in study and diagnosis of 
gall bladder conditions. 

In 1942 he was the tenth recipi- 
ent of the annual St. Louis award 
for outstanding service to the com- 
munity. The award called specific 
attention to Dr. Graham's basic 
achievements in developing pul- 
monary and hepatic surgery.

censorable, 

The consumer of radio programs, on the other 
hand, permits them to be piped into the parlor 
on the understanding that while they might be 
dull they will at least be clean. When his off- 
spring and nice old lady relatives direct their 
ears at the loudspeaker he does not expect them 
to be perplexed by bedroom skits, pointless pro- 
fanity, biological chit-chat and bar-room jokes 
only lightly sponged off.

AND YET THIS most cursory—and certainly 
least puritanical—of listeners has been surprised 
pretty often during the last month or so by the 
broadening of the base of radio humor, The 
gags themselves haven’t brought the mantle of 
shame to our cheek, our cheek not being one 
which mantles easily. What surprises us is the 
deliberation with which some of the ranking 
comics appear to be seeing how far they can 
get before somebody reminds them that there are 
ladies and children present. They’re doing pretty 
well up until now; Sunday night in the sitting 
room is beginning to seem more and more like 
Saturday night at the Trocadero.

THE WORST OF IT IS, perhaps, that the an- 
swer will be tighter censorship. Moral censorship 
is always ugly and it’s scarcely ever reasonable. 
Thus in the case of Esquire, Postmaster-General 
Frank C. Walker has lifted second-class mailing 
privileges on the ground that the magazine doesn’t 
publish information of a public character or mat- 
ter relating to “literature, the sciences, arts or 
some special industry.” It’s a capricious ruling 
to anyone who believes that taste isn’t a matter 
for the censors. In consequence, a great many 
people who don’t read Esquire are’ waiting to 
salute the day when the Supreme Court over- 
rules Mr. Walker.

A MAGAZINE THRIVES according to its 
merits, or lack of them, and nobody buys Esquire 
expecting to get the Atlantic Monthly. The radio 
stands in a different relationship to its customers. 
They've turned over their houses to it in a be- 
lief that it will remain pure to the point of pallor 
—even expecting it to lean over backward a lit- 
tle because it is so intimate a family entertain- 
ment. 3 
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RADIO STANDS ALSO in a unique and un- 
fortunate position in relation to censorship, It 
functions under licenses granted by the Federal 
Communications Commission. There is no prac- 
ticable appeal from the rulings of the commis- 
sion. If radio invites superfluous mandates from 
that quarter, it is almost certainly inviting ex- 
treme constrictions. The industry ought to know 
that the FCC might be unpredictable, once it 
heard complaints from listeners that producers 
are trying to brighten their shows by insertions 
ef excessively earthy humor. 


THE RADIO IS TOO CLOSE to homes and 
families to make it likely that it will ever know 
the freedom from restrictions upon which the 
press insists. We aren’t prepared to argue about 
whether the difference should exist or not; it’s 
a very complicated question. But it’s here, and 
it seems to us that the radio has too little to 
gain by a few tawdry jekes to take chamces now.

THE PRESS CENSORS itself; even specialized 
publications like Esquire have limits. The radio 
ought to be able to recognize its own unigue lim- 
its and do as well. 

Besides, there’s a kind of obligation resting 
upon comedians who become famous as the fa- 
vorites of children and the unworldly. It isn’t 
quite fair of them to trouble and cheat their

CASE RECORDS

ASE B-231: Herman G., aged 39, recently took his wife to 

the hospital for a surgical operation. “She recovered very 

nicely and had excellent treatment during her two weeks 
there,” he admitted. “But it seems to me that the hospital bill 
was pretty steep. I had to pay $6 per day for her room, and 
also an additional charge for the operating room, the anesthesia 
and all drugs used. On top of all of this, the surgeon’s bill is 
still to be met. Dr. Crane, it seems to me that it would be 
much better if the Government or the state ran the medical 
profession.” 


HERMAN’S ATTITUDE shows clearly why medicine, as 
well as dentistry, should begin advertising their services by 
group-sponsored ads. “You must tell ‘em if you want to sell 
‘em,” runs an adage of Applied Psychology, that is just as ap- 
plicable to medicine and dentistry as to refrigerators or life 
insurance. Americans are accustomed to paying $4 or $5 for a 
single room at a downtown hotel. This figure includes no meals, 
and no sponge baths by a nurse, nor alcohol rubs, taking of 
temperature, etc. A modern hospital furnishes good meals and 
lets the patient select his or her foods from a printed menu card. 
Hotels which operate on the Amefican plan,. meaning that meals 
are included with the room charge, normally ask from $5 to $10 
per single room. The average hospital is thus operating on a 
cheaper room charge than our hotels, if we include all the extra 
services offered by the hospital room. 
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IN SALESMANSHIP as well as logical arguments, it is 
- good strategy to make parallel comparisons, as I have done 
between hospitals and hotels. We might continue this method 
by pointing out the fact that Americans are accustomed to 
paying $125 or more for a refrigerator. They will think nothing 
of sinking $350 in a jaloppy or used car. And after a member 
of the family is dead, they may spend $500 for the funeral 
without complaining about the cost. Recently some acquaint- 
ances of mine objected to a $10 per day oxygen tank to help 
their father withstand an attack of pneumonia. When he died 
a week later, they spent $675 for his casket and funeral, but 
I never heard them say a word to the effect that it was ex- 
pensive. We human beings are a curious lot, for we seem to be 
habitually averse to spending money to keep ug alive, but 
gladly invest large sums for burials.

ECENTLY I delivered a hom- 
R fly on the value of old-fash- 

ioned remedies, as against 
trying out some bang new drug or 
electrical treatment that is still in 
the experimental stage. 

There was a remark I think of 
George Ade’s about a boy who was 
dropped on his head when very 
young and afterwards believed ev- 
erything he read in the “Sunday 
papers. That seems to be the atti- 
tude of the public now that every 
new mold or dye or concentrated 
vitamin is written up as a positive 
cure for incurable diseases. 

Especially is this true of parents 
about endocrine products, These 
extracts of the ductless glands 
have been publicized widely as 
being able to change the whole as- 
pect of the body, mind and soul, 
Pictures in magazines and books 
show dwarfs turned into growing 
children of norma] height, fat boys 
turned into rugged individualists, 
morons into geniuses, ang moral 
delinquents into pulpit orators— 
all by some hypodermic injections 
of a little clear fluid pressed from 
a pituitary,.a placenta, or an 
adrenal cortex. 
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Any parent whose child doesn’t 
look like Gainsborough’'s Blue Boy, 
or conform to the exact figures for 
height, weight, fat pads, and hair 
distribution is rushed to the en- 
docrinologist’s office. 

Now I find an article by a con- 
servative endocrinologist, Dr. Rich- 
ard Wagner of Boston, who at- 
tends a large clinic and hospital 
where all-kinds of these children 
with alleged developmental defects 
are brought, so that he certainly 
has experience. And he, after 
years of study, has decided that 
only a few, a relatively small pro- 
portion, are really due to deficien- 
cy or disorder of the ductless 
glands, 

Most of them are imitations of 
endocrine types—accentuations of 
phyisologic phases of development 
transitory states, temporary ac- 
centuations of constitutional and 
familial factors. - 

In short, in his treatment of this 
great group Dr. Wagner believes 
strongly in the use of a very old- 
fashioned method of treatment— 
time. Time, as a very wise man 
said, heals all things.

For instance, Dr. Wagner has a 
picture of a little fat girl at 5% 
years old. She looks very much 
like a case of retarded endocrine 
development. But careful tests— 
and there are scientific tests to de- 
termine such things—did not show 
any endocrine imbalance. So she 
was let alone and lo! and behold 
when she was 13 here is a photo- 
graph showing a nicely propor- 
tioned girl of normal height and 
weight. Time and nature spon- 
taneously effected the adjustment. 

It happens so many times. The 
fat boy whose contour worries his 
parents so—in more than nine 
cases out of 10 he will be quite 
average at 21. I imagine if Dick- 
ens had written a “Twenty Years 
After” to Pickwick Papers, the fat 
boy would have been a lean and 
bustling poor law reformer. 

There are tides in the affairs of 
the endocrine glands. . 

Not that fn proper cases endo- 
crine treatment is not valuable, It 
is. But everybody doesn’t need it 
in order to grow up.

Will War-Working Mothers Return to Kitchen When Shipyard Job Ends? 


By Elsie Robinson 


IKE an argument? One- of 
[those rip-snorting, free-for-alls 

which end in a domestic riot? 
If. so, here are the makings—and 
plenty. The problem? It’s about 
those Working Mothers. And what 
are they going to do when the 
shipyard job rades out? Go home 
again . . . take up the same old 
chores . . . face the same old 
humdrum environment? 

“Not for me,” cries Mrs. Ed 
Ward of Los Angeles, “Whatever 
we do in the postwar world, we 
should certainly avoid the old pro- 
gram which made wife and mother 
a household drudge and kept her 
so far out of circulation that she 
was inefficient both as a wife, 
mother and citizen. 

“I am not speaking lightly, for 
I have given the matter much 
thought. I am 46 years old, have 


four children and as fine a hus-- 


band as ever walked. Until 
America entered the war, I led 
the usual narrow domestic life. of 
the average non-working Ameri- 
can woman. I was and am de- 
voted to my family, and did my 
best to keep in touch with. the 
times for their sake. But even 
then I could see that love and good 
housekeeping were not a sufficient 
basis for @ real American home 
life. Even though my children 
were old enough to take care of 
themselves after school, I feared 
they would lose part of their right- 
ful service if I took a defense job. 
But I finally decided that I could 
do much more for them all by 
making an experiment. And it 
has been a wonderful success. 


“I am truly appalled when I look 
back at my former life and realize 
how little knowledge of the world 
I possessed and how inadequate I 
was to advise and help my hus- 
band and chiidren,. I feel years 
younger new in both. body and 


mind, and I have seen the same 
transformation in practically ev- 
woman worker. 

t is true, there are some women 
workers who neglect their homes 
and are generally shiftless and 
shallow, but such women would be 
poor wives and mothers under any 
conditions and I do not think it is 
fair to blame war work for their 
laxness, 

“Undoubtedly this problem of 
working mothers ig going to be a 
tough one when the war is over. 
Some of the figures taken from 
surveys in Los Angeles County 
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may interest you. They are re- 
cent and authentic. Out of the 
415,000 women workers 156,000 are 
in war work, 101,000 are in the air- 
craft plants, and there are 19,000 
children of school and kindergar- 
den age who probably do not have 
adequate home care. Yet, can any- 
one believe that these women will 
return to housework after the war? 
I will wager they won't, 

“Please understand, I feel that 
a home and family are the most 
important career any woman can 
undertake. But I do not believe 
that the old fashioned methods of 


handling these jobs are the most 
efficient or intelligent. The mod- 
ern home needs a mother who is 
thorougHly in touch with the times 
and ve few wives know what 
life is about unless they have 
worked. The sincere working 
woman can be an infinitely better 
pal to her husband and children 
than the woman who has spent 
her time over a kitchen stove. 

“T think it will boil down to this 
—there will be so much work to do 
after the war that both the chil- 
dren and mother will have at least. 
part time. employment while the 
babies are cared for during the 
day in nursery homes. And we 
will soon find that children, under 
such a program, will become far 
more useful citizens than the aim- 
less youngsters of the Flaming 
Youth era,

“Here’s one last note which may 
be interesting. In 1939-1940 Los 
Angeles City issued 1454 permits 
to pupils to work outside school 
hours. In 1942-1943 they issued 
16,059. In 1939-40 they issued 2237 
full time permits—under which the 
child went to school only four 
hours a week. In 1942-43 they is- 
sued 11,712. It will take a lot of 
hard thinking to adjust home life 
to these facts and deal with the 
altered attitude such conditions are 
bound to bring about. And it is 
sheer stupidity to think that we 
can ever go back to the “good old 
days” when Dad could ask Mother 
and Junior what they did ‘with 
that 50 cents I gave you last week.’ 
Yet I truly believe we will have 
better homes and better domestic 
relations out of it all if we are 
willing to change and sacrifice.”

Now when the 
spade jack went to West's ace and 
east was put in with a heart, an- 
other club return established 
West's nine of trumps as a sure 
winner.

Now let’s take a look at the 
bidding that led to this needless 
penalty. 

No comment is required on any 
bid up to North’s three spade call. 
Until then everyone was on safe 
ground. The danger began for 
North-South when North, not satis- 
fied with'a less than game con- 
tract, gave a belated raise to his 
partner's major suit. North rea- 
soned (he later explained) that 
if South had only a four-card spade 
suit he would go back to diamonds, 
thus asking for further confirma- 
tion of spade support before com- 
mitting himself to a four spade 
contract. In that event, North 
would pass to four diamonds. What 
North overlooked was that South 
might easily hold a five-card suit 
and be 'spurred into a try for game 
because he would look to North 
for substantial values. North re- 
garded South’s rais>» of diamonds 
as evidence that the hands fit very 
well. This was one of those cases, 
however, in which the responder 
(North) should be far less opti-
